OCCUPATLONAL TRAINING--The retraining of the unemployed the government 
has been sponsoring since last October has been totally ineffective, 
because, among other things, it was planned without regard to reality.

FOREIGN MINISTER REVEALS JAPAN'S STANCE TOWARD ROK 
fekyoe KYODO in Fnelish Time not given 11 Jul 80 OW 


i\txeerpt] Tokvo July 11 KYODO--Foreign Minister Saburo Okita said Friday 
that a weakened South Korea is not in the national interest of Japan. 


Despite prospective zigzagging in South Korea's future political course, 
Okita said, the country would gradually move toward political "moderni- 
zation." 


O«ita gave his view speaking at the Japan National Press Club here Friday 
atternoon, 


Answering questions from reporters on the latest developments in South 
Korea, including increased influence of the military, Okita said it is 
not desirable in Japan's national interest if South Korea becomes weak. 


Okita was questioned about the recent announcement by South Korea's 
martial law command to try dissident leader Kim Dae June by military 
court for alleged seditious activities. 


Okita said, "It is true that the Japanese Government is gravely concerned 
about the political situation in Sout. Korea." 


"But, we must refrain from openly expressing the concern,” because of 
delicate problems involved, he said. 


Okita also said it is natural that there are differences between Japan 
and other countries on the Korean problem because of their historical 
background vis-a-vis South Korea. 


"For example, we must take into due consideration the historical fact 
that Japan colonized Korea (before World War II)," said Okita. 


His remarks were interpreted as an attempt to defend a seeming weak 
attitude of Japan toward the South Korean authorities in comparison with 
the stand of the U.S., which has repeatedly demanded that South Korea 
proceed with political democratization.

court, some 60 Japanese politicians, labor unionists, pacifists and 
intellectuals formed a group Friday for a campaign to help him. 


The “Japan Liaison Counedil to Rescue Kim" held its inaugural meeting at 
hotel in Tokyo, with the attendance of ichio Asukata, chairman of the 
lapan Socialist Party, and representatives of the Japan Communist Party, 
United Social Democratic Party and United Progressive Liberals. 


fokuma Utsunomiya, member of the House of Councillcrs, and Motofumi 
Makieda, chairman of the General Council of Trade Unions of Japan (SOHYO) 


were also present. 


Charging that Japan's economic assistance would help maintain Gen Chan 
Tu-hwan in power and criticizing the Japanese Government for politically 
setting Kim's 1973 abduction case, they agreed to launch a nationwide 
campaign to t Ip Kim. 


The meeting agreed to collect 10 million signatures supporting their 
movement within a month and to hold a rally to mark the seventh anniver- 
sary of Kim's abduction from Tokyo on 8 August. 


it also decided to request the Japanese and U.S. Governments, as well 
as pacifist groups and labor organizations to take protest against the 
South Korean authorities’ oppression of Kim. 


An appeal to the nation adopted at the meeting said that Kim's case has 
a direct bearing on democracy in Japan and demanded suspension of the 
military court trial of Kim and immediate release of other political 
prisoners.

‘Text! An individual's ideological consciousness, which is sot apparent 
to the eye, can only be observed indirectly--that is to say, through the 
individual's behavior, which is prescribed by his ideological consciousness. 


The great leader Marshal Kim li-song has taught as follows: 


"The determinant of all acts of individuals is their ideological conscious- 
ness.” 


The actions of individuals are neither involuntary nor blind; they are at 
ail times carried out under the control of ideological! consciousness. 
Consequently, what one practices is the standard for judging one's ideo- 
logical consciousness. 


The loyalty of an individual cannot be determined solely by |‘stening to 
him, but rather by observation of the faithfulness with which he lives, 
works and struggles. Acts of loyalty are the sole manifestation of loyalty. 
Herein lies the logic of loyalty as perceived from the viewpoint of chuche. 


Looked at from this viewpoint, it can be proudly said that the “Campaign 
to Present the Sixth Congress of the Korean Workers Party with Gifts of 
Lovalty of Youth" is nothing other than a demonstartion of their profound 
loyalty to the great leader and the glorious party.

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VOCATLONAL SCHOOL TAILORS TRAINING TO MEET JOB REQUIREMENTS

to Meet the Job Requirements"] 


[Text] The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song has taught as follows: 


"Education must be closely tied to revolutionary practice if we are to 
teach knowledge that can be used in revolution and construction as well as 
train people as socialist and communist builders with living knowledge and 
practical competency." 


Upholding the great leaders’ teachings, the Pyongyang Higher Spinning and 
Clothing Technical School is training students to be capable socialist and 
communist builders with living knowledge and practical competency by 
splendidly setting up and correctly using nine laboratories and six practice 
shops for such as spinning, knitting and clothing. 


One day two years ago, when the school had undergone its fifty rennovation 
of its practice facilities since its founding after the armistice, one of 
the school's functionaries happily declared while touring the practice shops 
that the school need not be ashamed of its facilities anywhere. 


However, shortly thereafter one school functionary who visited the Pyongyang 
Combined Spinning Factory together with the school's spinning instructors 
was unable to avoid self-reproach. When he met with graduates of the school 
who were working at the factory, they all told him that all their practice 
at the school's practice shop was of little help. 


He subsequently found that although the instructors had done their best in 
setting up the school's practice spinning machine, its spindle revolution 
speed was slower than the machine installed at the factory so that there 
was little to be gain from practice on the school's machine. 


What does this tell us? 








li we are to gwive sludeats diving Knowledge which they can use in society, 
even the spinning machines of practice shops must have spindle revolution 
speeds as tast as those of the factories, 


The high speed conversion on spinning facilities is an important policy 
requirement set forth by the Party for the spinning industries sector, hus 
this guideline of our Party must of course be fully embodied in the educi- 
tional content of the schools which train the spinning sector's technictans, 
Schools must not stop at imparting our Party's guideline only as lecture 
material; they must train people with the practical competency to carry out 
the guideline, 


‘this practical competency is ultimately cultivated in laboratory practice: 
‘herefore, practice shops must be set up to meet the requirements, 


The funetionary and instructors of this school, who learned a serious lesson 
‘rom this one instance, fully reinvestigated the school's practice shops 

and planned and organized work to redo their facilities to fix our Party's 
policy requirements. 


fhe spinning instructors visited over ten factories and enterprises, such 
as the Pyongyang Combined Spinning Works and the Sariwon Spinning Factory 
to learn the developing trends in science and technology and the problems 
arising in reality; based on their analysis of the features, strengths and 
weaknesses of each type of spinning machine, they carried out a struggle 
to convert their existing machines to high speed spinning machines. 


Converting the existing machines into high speed spinning machines sorely 
taxed their technical expertise and abilities. 


However, bearing in mind that they were not simply making a machine but 
rather working to train technicians according to our Party's education 
guidelines, they persisted revolutionarily. 


Spianing instructors like Comrade Kim l-mu demonstrated the revolutionary 
spirit of self-reliance to rebuild the school's practice shop spinning 
machine into a high speed spinning machine with a spindle revolution speed 
much faster than before, all in less than one month. Also, based on this 
experience, the school splendidly set up a spinning practice shop just like 
a miniature combined spinning factory, acquiring such machinery as a carding 
machine, a flyer frame, and a shuttleless weaving machine. 


With this as a model, the clothing instructors acquired modern clothing 
manufacturing facilities, preparing conditions to allow students to do all 
sorts of practice easily, from extra-curricular through production practice, 
while the knitting instructors acquired such automated facilities as an 
automatic pattern knitting machine and an automatic stocking machine to 
allow the students to handle automated machinery as they please, even at 
school, 











Even though the school's laboratories and practice shops were well set up, 
not all the problems were solved, 


The words of a clothing instructor who one day visited the primary level 
party committee meeting caused many functionaries co think again seriously. 


Not long before, he had given a lecture to second year knitting students on 
the structure and operating principles of the knitting machine, since it 
was a lecture on theory, he strove to use many visual aids. 


However, checking later he found that many students were unable to digest 
the contents of that kind of lecture easily. Therefore, the instructor 
went during extra-curricular time to the practice shop and gave his lecture 
again using the machine; this time all of the students easily understood 
what they were learning, 


Troubled by this stark fact, he came to the party organization to reflect 
seriously on his fault of not having correctly used the practice shops. 
This type of thing was not found in this one instructor alone, 


The modern practice base set up with such exertion was not meant to be shown 
to others or to be bragged about, but to be handled and operated by the 
students as they wished, 


Reflecting on this, the school first decided to use its practice shops 
effectively ard particularly to carry wut lectures, experiments and practice 
strictly according to the requirements of the education program, 


Here Comrade Nam Chong-hui provided a model. 


Recognizing that practice, as well as lecture time, is an important part of 
the educational process, and basing herself on an analysis of three years' 
practice time and content, she set up a prospective practice plan and 
carried it out undeviatingly. 


In order to carry out practice combined with lecture undeviatingly, she 
would go herself to the practice shop before practice time, operate the 
machines and make the product while gaining practical experience, after 
which she would go before her students, 


Thus the students were able, of course, to understand deeply what she taught, 
as well as gain the creative capability to use what they were learning. 


While generalizing Comrade Nam Chong-hui's model, the school drew up and 
actively promoted a fixed schedule whereby each department carried out three 
more hours of extra-curricular time daily. Thus the tendency of the 
instructors to emphasize lectures and neglect practice disappeared. 


Instructor comrades Ch'oe Won-hui, Sim Lung-nam, T'ae Suk-im and Kim Son-hyong 
provided much help in enhancing the quality of practice education, staying 
up nights to write the books and references needed for student practice. 
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Thus through the instructors’ close combining of theory and practice at 
school, most students are able to go out to factories and enterprises with 
high technical qualifications in the spinning, clothing, knitting and 
aploning machine sectora, not to mention the progressive scientific and 
technological knowledge they gain while in school,

SUNCHON PHARMACEUTICAL FACTORY IS PRODUCTION BASE FOR ANTLBLOTICS 
Pyongyang FOREIGN TRADE in English Jul 80 pp 22-23 


/Excerpts/ Some days ago we visited the Sunchon Pharmaceutical Factory 
which exports various antibiotics to many countries of the world. 


The factory is situated in a dense wood where the crystal clear Taedonggang 
River is flowing silently by the factory. 


Upon arriving at the tactory, we found that in contrast to the quiet 

natural scenery of circumference, the whole factory was seething with 
high political zeal and splendid labour achievements to meet the Six 

Congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 


According to the chief engineer, the factory produces at present general 
injections-glucose, camphor, novocain, calcium chloride, chondron, synthetic 
pharmaceutical products which have salicylic acid and aspirin as their 
derivative and antibiotics such as terramycin and penicillin. 


The production in this factory is rapidly growing. Last year, the output 
of medicines was more than 7 times that of 1969. The output of antibiotics 
was almost 8 times and aspirin, over 7 times. This year more medicines are 
to be produced than last year. 


While looking round the factory, we came to realize that with the moderniza- 
tion of the production in recent years the factory possessed the capacity 
of exporting more medicines of high efficacy. 


the antibiotics of this factory are widely exported to many countries of 
Asia, Africa and Europe and the demands for these medicines are rapidly 
increasing overeseas of late. 


We went to the antibiotics whop which held a great proportion in the output 
of medicnes of the factory. the production processes including fermenta- 
tion, refining, weighing and packing of medicines are all automated on 
assembiy Lines. 











All the modern equipment of this shop was designed and produced by the 
sclentists, cechniclans and workers of our country. All the medicines ‘re 
being produced with domestic raw materials, What attracted our spectai 
attention is the fact that various antibiotics are being made synthetically. 
We proceeded to the packing room of this shop. The various antibiotics 
were carried from many work-teams to this room by conveyers and packed in 
corrugated cardboard boxes; penicillin, streptomycin, penimycin, kanamycin, 
oleondomycin and bicillin and many others were being packed. 


This shop produc: s scores of kinds of antibiotics such as olivomycin, 
strong anticancerous antibiotics, gentamycin and bismocillin, wide range 
antibiotics, and penicillin V and zink terramycin, processed antibiotics 
for internal use. 


The chief engineer referred to the achievements in augmenting the quality 
of p) maceutical products in recent years as follows: 


"Our ftactory has recently introduced the latest science and techniques in 
the fermentation of raw materials and the refining processes. As a result, 
we are producing the antibiotics which contain less ash, protein substances 
and minute poisonous substances than before. 


"The pharmaceutical products of our factory are enjoying good reputation 
from demanders of many countries. 


"A medicine dealer of West Germany said that kanamycin of Korea is of great 
efficacy and of high purity, so it is free from harmful after-effects. 
Olivomycin is also good in the separation of germ culture fluid and in 
purity, therefore it is a good remedy for malignant wen and has no harmful 
effect on the blood-forming tissues." 


We went to the injection shop where injections are mass-produced. This 
shop is also furnished with modern equipment.

|Text] The plane flying the few travelers from Beijing to Pyongyang 
twice a week is like a time machine: You leave China and find yourself 
catapulted into the year 1984--after just 1 hour and 45 minutes. 


North Korea is the nightmare turned reality of the totalitarian society 
described by Orwell. Here the children do not go to school, they march 
there. Here the people are not working, they are struggling for produc- 
tion. The libraries are crammed with thousands of volumes, albeit all 
of them dealing with the same man or even having been authored by him. 


Everything is cleanly organized, planned. Everybody is disciplined, 
obedient, happy. 


North Korea is not simply a country like any other country. North Korea 
has been officially declared "paradise." Nor has President Kim I[l-song 

simply been the leader of this country for years, he is a god. He knows 
everything that there is to know; he has answered all the questions that 
even the philosophers were unable to solve in centuries; even the birds 

sing his praise. At least this is what the propaganda says. 


If the locust trees are not in bloom everywhere on the hills and along 
the river, Pyongyang would seem as artificial as a gigantic movie set 
for a science fiction film: hypermodern but soothingly empty. 


A vast, broad network of streets runs through the city, but you hardly 
see any automobiles. The squares are deserted-~not a trace anywhere of 
the masses of people otherwise gushing forth everywhere in Asia. Culti- 
vated parks, playgrounds and nicely shaped Lakes everywhere in the city, 
but nobody seems to enjoy them. 


Everything is gigantic. Huge marble monuments rise to the sky--adjacent 
to them are concrete buildings that are just as huge which often look 
deserted. And in part some of them actually are partially unused. 








Fountaina jet their spray into the air without anybody watching this 
colorful water play, 


At the clty's main intersection uniformed policemen silently regulate the 
nonexistent traffic. Every 100 meters there is a security agent in plain 
clothes, standing in the shade of a doorway, watching the row of deserted 
houses through his dark glasses. 


(tveryday life in North Korea is divided up into three shifts. Behind 
closed doors the factories are in operation around the clock. Every 
citizen works for 8 hours and studies for 3. He does not have any time 
for leisure. 


The only groups that can be seen in the streets late at night are people 
on theic way home from industrial plants or political meetings, or 
students going home from school or from paramilitary exercises. 


They stand at the bus stops silently, nobody smiles, everybody seems to 
ve “looking toward the future optimistically" in keeping with the of fi- 
cial slogan. 


And justly so. At the end of the Korean war North Korea was in complete 
chaos. Only three houses were left standing in Pyongyang after the 
armies of the North and South had turned the city into a battlefield 
during the advance or withdrawal. 


Pyongyang today looks more like a Scandinavian than an Asian city. The 
men in their dark Western suits, white shirts, neckties and leather 
shoes, the children in their red and blue uniforms, and the women in 
their colorful skirts convey the impression of having just been issued 
a national costume for a festive function. There is not even the 
slightest indication of poverty. Statistics are hard to get in a coun- 
try in which everything is expressed in percentage figures and whose 
otficials feel offended if you ask them about figures. 


And yet, progress is unmistakable. 


From the day of his birth to the day of his death the North Korean is 
completely under the care of the state. The health care is free of 
charge, as is the ll-year schooling. 


Nobody pays any taxes. The apartments of workers are small but com 
fortable, rents are low. With average monthly wage being 90 won, they 
amount to between 5 and 10 won (1.5 won: $1). 


"Nothing in the world can evoke our envy,” the children chant in a song. 
[t is the greatest success of the regime indeed that the people obviously 
truly believe that they live in “paradise.” 








Indoctrination commences early in the absolutely clean, mechanized, 
well-organized kindergartens where the children learn at age 3 already 
to bow to the pleture of Kim Llesong, learn the deeds of his life by 
heart, and to love him. “How many children does President Kim Il-song 
have,’ L asked various people several times, I always received the 
standard answer: "All of us are his children," 


For nearly 30 years now the North Koreans have been living in complete 
isolation, cut off from the world of which they know nothing. There 

are radio receiver: in each household, large sets, albeit without short- 
wave reception. 


Consequently, the people are really convinced that the 240-kilometer 
concrete wall along the demilitarized zone was built by the cursed 
sterclcans for the sole purpose of preventing an exodus of the poor South 
Koreans to the heavenly North; that Seoul is a city of misery, corrupted 
by “prostitution and tourism,” that the living conditions in the rest of 
the world are horrible, that all people, from the southern point of 

Atrica up to Greenland, cannot wait to learn the doctrine of Kim Il-song-- 
the world's most absurd personality cult. 


A picture in a Pyongyang newspaper the other day showed a man reading a 
book of the glorious leader on Vienna's main square. A normal sight in 
Vienna, is it not? 


Kim Ll-song is omnipresent. His picture can be seen everywhere--in the 
streets, in the houses, in the buses, parks and trains. 


tle is the only one in the country who does not wear the button with his 
picture. All the other 18 million North Koreans have it pinned to their 
chest. 


these buttons are not at all identical. They differ in color, shape and 
size--depending on the rank in society, and the degree of confidence the 
leader has in the wearer. 


The button cannot be bought, nor is it distributed free of charge like 
the \o Zedong pins in the China of the Cultural Revolution. Foreigners 
hunting for souvenirs try in vain to lay their hands on such a button. 


Instead they are most generously given the six heavy volumes of Kim 
[l-song's works and the three volumes of his biography. Delegations of 
foreign visitors promptly try to see how they can get rid of these books 
without throwing them into the wastepaper basket--an offense for which 
you can be evicted from the country immediately. 


in view of the total control by the state, the ability to mobilize the 
people is naturally great. Whenever a friendly delegation arrives in 
Pyongyang, the people of an entire city district are ordered to the air- 
port for a “spontaneous,” enthusiastic reception. 
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Nothing ean be felt ef any opposition tn the country. Even though 
people disappear now and chen and the exietence of prisons "for class 
enemies” te frankly admitted, there are no visible signe of opposition, 
above all at the grassroots of soclety, 


Freedom of movement in the country proper ie restricted, Special papers 
are veeded for any deviation from the customary way between home and job. 
Ihe authorities check on everything. Pyongyang is Asia's only city in 
which people do not ride bicycles==probably a precautionary measure 
igainet the potential dangers of human mobility. 


Trips abroad, even to allied communist countries, are not authorized for 
normal people, but reserved to a few hundred trustworthy officials. 
Nobody talks about emigration. But then, who would want to leave 
paradise? 


But North Korea is more than just a simple police state, It is a sort 
of religious kingdom whose predominant creed is not communism--which you 
hear about less and lees frequently in the country--but Kim Ll-songiem. 


The name of the god is uttered with a trembling voice, always accompanied 
by at least two of the many adjectives reserved for him: great, glorious, 
beloved, generous, full of love, farsighted, a genius, strong of will, 
victorious, caring. 


Kim ll-song can be at several places simultaneously, he can move at an 
almost fantastic speed, he can look into the future, It states in the 
introductton of a recently published short biography as follows: 


The history of mankind reports on the lives of many great men who were 
famous in their time, and it tells many touching stories about them. 
But as regards the richness and manifold character of these stories, 
none is a match for General Kim Ll-song, the genius of mankind produced 
by Korea of the 20th century. 


"This love for the people is warmer than the sun and deeper than the sea," 
sings the choir at the end of an excellently staged opera, the “Paradise 
Hymn." 


Whatever the god touc!os ts preserved. Every place and every small spot 
in Mangyongdae, his p.. e of birth, is the object of edifying pilgrimages. 
The people stand quietly at the tree on which he climbed as a child to 
wrab the rainbow. They stand equally quietly at the rock on which he 

sat pondering on resistance against the Japanese. 


At the teet of his 20-metcr-vigh bronze statue, looking to the south 
and thus promising reunification with the lost part of the country, the 
people snap to attention and bow respectfully for several minutes. 











All of Pyongyang ia practically a monument to his greatness, every build- 
ing an everlasting evidence of his love for his people. Railway stations 
and public buildings, which are outsized and out of proportion because 

of a fantastic megalomania, look like cathedrals of his religion. 


"The great and honorable President Kim ll-song supervised this construc- 
tion personally, he came here 300 times to give instructions and advice," 
reports the president of the Luxurious and mammoth subway in Pyongyang. 


Naturally every station bears a name from the life of Kim Ll-song. Nobody 
mentions that Mio sent Chinese engineers to the country to build the sub- 
way. Nobody mentions either that Kim [l-song came to power at the end of 
World War II through the Russian Army and adopted the name under which he 
is now known; originally it was the name of a legendary guerrilla. 


"The great and generous leader had this building erected for the benefit 
of the people,” explains the female guide with enthusiastic delight to 
the visitor, while leading him through the “health center"--an enormous 
complex of bright swimming pools, massage places, saunas, barber shops, 
gymmastics rooms with marble floors and mosaic walls, where physicians 
and nurses are available to the masses which, however, do not seem to 
appear. 


Everything is in perfect condition, clean and smelling fine, but there is 
nobody there--as if everything were just there to impress the people. 


The enormous maternity hospital of the city is certainly not in operation 
either. It is 13 stories tall, was built in 9 months of concrete, 
granite and marble and is equipped with the most modern facilities from 
all over the world. It even has closed-circuit television permitting 
fathers and relatives to talk to the young mothers without any physical 
contact and thus without the hazard of infection. 


The Mansudae Theater, a mammoth building of stone, glass and mirrors, 
built around a small and elegant room for performances which will only 
seat a few hundred people, consists of a number of high rooms equipped 
with pastel-colored wall-to-wall carpeting. 


Over softly murmuring fountains, imbedded in a slowly changing series of 
colors, arise artificially illuminated staircases which are intertwined 
while light fixtures on one wall give the illusion of an enormous water- 
fall and while drops of oil slowly run along an invisible structure of 
hundreds of plastic threads emerging from the ceiling and disappearing 
into the floor. 


Wherever one looks there is water, water: real water in dozens of 
fountains everywhere in the city, water as an optical illusion created 
by electronic reflections of light, water painted on the walls or 
depicted in mosaics or carpets. Water seems to be the dominating symbol 
of a strange obsession for cleanliness. 








An enormous tountala with hundreds ot water jets forming a colorful 
flowing monument surprises the visitor in the reception hall of the 
“Government House," the pharaonle palace in which Kim [l-song works 
id recelvea visitors. 


Vutside on the square soldiers are goose-stepping. Inside dozens of 
bodyguards, inspectors and secretaries stand quietly on guard behind 
mirble pillars; all of them wear black suits, dark glasses and the 
button with Kim's pleture. Visitors must wait at least half an hour 
before Kim [l-song appears. 


lwo enormous clocks with rotating golden figures of soldiers and workers 
stand at the foot of a broad marble staircase. Eventually he appears, 
his subordinates lower their glance and make a deep bow. Clad in a 
black uniform, he descends the broad staircase lined with a blazing red 
Culpe t. 


The swelling on his neck is bigger than a fist, but it does not seem to 
hinder his movement. It has been growing continuously for years, but 
nobody wanted to operate on him. There has been much speculation out- 
side Korea with regard to the swelling. In the country, however, it is 
1 taboo together with all the other ticklish issues, a taboo which is 
not to be discussed. 


"Vho is the young man next to the president?" I asked repeatedly in the 
apartments of workers, where a framed colored drawing of Kim [l-song and 
his son, Kim Chong-{1 seem to belong to the standard furniture. "Which 
ma!’ said one of them. "I don't know," said another. 


lle has not appeared in public for years. His name is never mentioned, 
the papers simply call him the “party center." But everybody knows 
that Kim Chong-il is the designated heir of Kim Il-song. In order to 
avoid being called “inheritance socialism" by foreign countries, the 
regime has postponed announcing the successor. 


Recently, however, work to set up an ideological foundation, including 
the glorification of the entire Kim Ll-song family, which according to 
this glorification consists solely of revolutionaries, seems to indicate 
that the announcement of a successor is in the offing. It is even said 
that the party congress in October will take up this question. 


“We will remain loyal to the great leader from generation *o generation," 
says a song which today can be heard frequently in Pyongyang. In the 
meantime the building of the capital as a megalomanical symbol of suc- 

| ntinves, as some sort of "utopian civitas solis," as a wise 


foreign visttor tormulated it, “which opposes the corrupt consumption 
society which is being set up in the South." 





In day and night shffts cranes and workerS set one floor on top of the 
other at the new and gigantic cultural center, while thousands of 
soldiers dig a hole in the center of Pyongyang for the foundations of 
a new ice-skating rink to the sound of the music played by a military 
band. 


Collective madness? After all, it works. "North Korea is the only 
socialist country where even the toilets function," said a visitor from 
Kastern Europe recently. 


Dinner parties in the glittering festive hall of Kim Il-song's residence 
in the light of extremely artful chandeliers always end with a sampling 
of the best Korean fruits, which are served by waiters dressed in white 
with impassive faces and who wear Kim Ll-song buttons on their chests. 
"Everything in this country is like these apples,'’ says my neighbor, a 
member of a European communist delegation visiting Pyongyang, with a 
glance at the shining apple I have been served, an apple the size of a 
watermelon, "it grows and thrives, and yet some gland so.ewhere does not 
seem to be working."
